The Senate Considers tho Tariff Kill 


--The Keviprocitj Amendment 


Adopted, 


WASHING ION, Sept. 9.—The senate 


met at 10 o'clock and resumed consider- 
ation of the tariff bill, the pending 
question being on Mr. Gibson's amend- 
ment to reduce the sugar test from the 
80 degrees by the polariziscope to 76 
degrees; rejected. In answer to an in- 
quiry from Mr. Edmunds, the presid- 
ing officer, Mr. Ingalls, stated that un- 
less otherwise instructed by the senate 
the chair would hold that beginning 
with the consideration of the bill to day 
tho action of the senate would be with- 
out debate, and that tho asking or 
answering an inquiry would bo debate, 
and therefore inhibited. 


Mr. Carlisle moved to strike out of 


the sugar section all the paragraphs re- 
lating to bounty. Kejected,ayes 23,nays 
34, a party vote. Mr, Gibson moved to 
strike out the sugar section and to sub- 
stitute for it the sugar clause of tho 
Mills bill. Kejeoted, ayes 25, nays, 35. 
Mr. Eustis moved to insert a provision 
in the eugar schedule that the bounty 
shall apply to all sugars produced iu 
1890. Kejeoted. Mr. Pasco moved to 
amend the paragraph relating to oranges 
by fixing special rates for oranges im- 
ported in December, January, Febru- 
ary or March. Rejected. 


Mr. Gorman moved to reduce tho duty 


on potash from three to two and a half 
a pound. Rejected.

any publio or private bonded ware- 
house prior to the 1st of August, 1890, 
may be withdrawn for consumption at 
any time prior to the 1st of November, 
1890, on payment of the duties in force 
prior to the passage of the act.

Plumb moved as a substitute for this a 
proviso that goods in bond at the time 
of the taking effect of the act may be 
withdrawn therefrom at any time within 
one year from that date on payment of 
the duty existing at the time of their 
importation. Rejected—yeas; 28, nays, 
34. 


Mr. Gorman moved to insert in Mr. 


Aldrich's amendment the 30th of Sep- 
tember for the 1st of August. 
Re- 


jected. 


Mr. Aldrioh's amendment was then 


agreed to—yeas, 32; nays, 27. 
Mr. 


Aldrich then moved on behalf of tho 
committee the reciprocity amendment 
proposed by him on the 1st of Septem- 
ber, which was adopted. 


All the democrats and two republi- 


cans,' Edmunds 
and Evarts, 
voted 


against the reciprocity amendment. The 
amendment as finally agreed to, reads 
as follows: That with a view to secure 
reciprocal trade with countries produc- 
ing the following articles and for this 
purpose, on and after the first day of 
July, 1891, whenever and so often as 
the president shall be satisfied that the 
government of any country producing 
and exporting sugars, molasses, coffee^ 
tea and hides, raw and uncured, or any 
of euoh articles, imposing duties or 
other exactions upon the agricultural 
or other products of the United States,' 
which in view of the free introduction 
of such sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and 
hides into the United States, he may 
deem to be reciprocally unequal and un- 
reasonable, he shall have the power and 
it shall be his dnty to suspend, by 
proclamation to that effect, the pro- 
visions 
of 
this 
act 
relating 
to 


tho free.introductious of such sugar, 
molasses, coffee, tea and hides, the pro- 
duction of such country, for such time 
as he shall deem just, and in such case 
and during snob, suspension, duties 
shall be levied, collected and paid upon 
sugar, molasses, coffee, tea and hides, 
the product df or exported from such 
designated country as follows, namely: 
All sugars not above number 13, Dutch 
standard in color, shall pay duty on

Mr. Aldrioh offered an additional sec- 


tion providing that the sugar schedule 
and tho bounty paragraphs shall take 
effect on the 1st of March, 1891, and 
that prior to tho 1st of February, 1891, 
sugar may be refined in bond without 
payment of duty, which was agreed to. 


Various 
other 
amendment! were 


offered by Mr. Aldrioh and agreed to, 
including the following: 
Declaring 


that all special taxes shall become due 
on the 1st of July, 1891, and on every 
1st of July thereafter. 
Filling the 


the blank for the dates on which duties 
shall be levied or articles exempted from 
duty as the 1st of October, 1890. In- 
serting paragraphs placing a dnty of 
twenty cents per gallon on maple syrup 
aud a duty of 10 per cent, on glass 
beads, loose, nnthreaded or strung. 


Tho committee amendment to the 


paragraph placing upon the free list all 
sugars not above number 16 Dutch 
standard, which had been passed over 
without action, was taken up. The 
amendment was to substitute number 
13 for number 16. It was agreed to; 
ayes 35, nays 25. The republicans who 
voted in the negative were Allison, Cul- 
lom, Davis, Mitchell, Moddy, Pierce, 
Sherman, Spooner, Teller, Wilson, of 
Iowa, and Tolcott. 
The democratic 


vote was about evenly divided, Mr. 
Plumb moved an amendment imposing 
a tax of three per cent, of dividends of 
corporations. Rejected; ayes 26, nays 
31. Mr. Plumb moved an amendment 
providing that where the existence of 
trusts or combinations to control the 
production or eale of any article is 
proved to the satisfaction of a court, 
similar articles of foreign production 
are to be admitted free of duty. Re- 
jected; ayes 27, nays 33, 


To a Third Itendliig. 


By a vote of 38 to 28 (a strict party 


vote) the senate ordered the tariff bill to 
a third reading and engrossment. The 
bill was ordered 
printed 
with the 


amendments, and the senate went into 
executive session at 2:53 p. m. 


After a short executive session the 


senate at 3:10 p. m, adjourned to meet 
at 11 o'clock to-morrow, when the six 
hours' closing debate on the bill will 
begin,

HAUKKSVILLE, Ohio, Sept. 9—A terri- 


ble tragedy occurred hero last evening 
during the trial of tho case of George 
Barngrovo vs. Joseph Hiler, before 
Esquire YanDarnent. 
A Mr. Hiler 


died some months ngo, leaving a will 
in which he devised most of his prop- 
erty to two of his sons and two daugh- 
ters, to tho exclusion of other children. 
There has been talk of contesting the 
will and much bitterness has been man- 
ifested. This was a case for damages 
under an alleged breach of contract 
between Joseph Hiler and Barngrovor, 
who was one of the sous-in-laws of Mr. 
Hiler. 


During the trial Constable I. N. 


Allen, another son-in-law, stopped to 
the door, when another pistol shot was 
heard. Allen came staggering into tho 
room and fell across a chair, exclaiming: 
"John Hiler did it." 
Before the terror- 


ized spectators could realize what had 
happened, the murderer was seen stand- 
ing in the middle of the crowded court 
room and fired a second shot, which 
took effect in the right breast of George 
Barngrover, passing entirely through 
his body. 


The excitement was indescribable, the 


court room being crowded with Inen 
and women. AB Hiler rushed from tho 
court room into the darkness he was 
heard to remark: "I have loads for two 
more men." 


It is understood that he meant by tho 


remark John Hiler, jr., cousin to the 
murderer and r.u impoitant witness in 
the case, and Attorney W. F. McBeth, 
who has charge of the case for tho 
plaintiff.
